ILEGES WITHOUT CHARGES H Aim of New Method

FOR USE OF BOOKS 

No foes are clmrwrl for the use of 
hooks at !h** Sierra Madre public li¬ 
brary, although some misunderstand¬ 
ing .seems to have arisen in regard to 
the matter. The library is supported 
by a municipal tax and it has been the 
policy of the library board to avoid 
even certain praetiees that are com¬ 
mon in other libraries so that the use 
of the library might he free to every¬ 
one on an 'equal footing. 

The particular point on which a mis¬ 
taken impression has been caused is 
that of reserving hooks in advance. 
This is a universal practice and Is in¬ 
tended for the convenience of all. In 
ease a library patron is anxious to ob¬ 
tain a hook which is at the time out 
of tlu* library the hook may be re¬ 
served as soon as it comes in by the 
payment of five cents in return For 
which the card holder will be notified 
by mall that tin* book is in the library 
and u ill be held 24 hours. The charge 
is not for the use of the book but 

merely for tlu* experts* of mailing the 

notice and tlu* extra work involve*!. 

The rule applies to books of all ('lass¬ 
es, new and old. In ease the book is 
not caMed for within the 24 hours 

after the notice is given it is agaifi 
placed *>n tlu* shelf where it is availa¬ 
ble for general circulation in the usual 
way. As a matter of fact tin* librarian 
reports that tlu* privilege is seldom ex¬ 
ercised. 

Many libraries make a practice of 
charging five cents for the us** of new 
fiction, owing to the continual and in- 
sist**nt demand for this class of read¬ 
ing. Some persons regard the newest 
novel much as the\ look on tlu* latest 
fashion foibles. Th«*\ would as soon he 
caught reading a novel a year old as 
they would he seen wearing last toast¬ 
er's hat t*» a Christmas celebration. 
Their inxiet\ to obtain tlu* latest fic¬ 
tion is taken advantage of. by many 
libraries where a fee is charged until 
tlu* hook has been in tlu* library a cer¬ 
tain length of time, after which it Is 
placed **n tie open shelves for general 
clrculat ion. 

Manx requests have in fact been 
made that the local library adopt the 
f* e system for new fiction. The trus* 
(* • s have refrained f•»i the reason that 
mans patrons of tlu* library would pro¬ 
bably feel unable to pay tlu* fees, 
which would !»*• in effect a discrimina¬ 
tion in such oases. 

For the holding of books longer that 
the allotted time a fine of *>ru* rent a 
day is imposed. This is not in any 
sense for tlu purpose of providing 
iwemu hut Is simph Intended to pre¬ 
vent cardholders from keeping books 
• mt of circulation neeillesslx when 
the> might b* in demand by other per

City Treasurer Max IV. Wolff is the 
author of an Interesting article appear¬ 
ing In the current number of Pacific 
Municipalities, published at San Fran¬ 
cisco, the official organ of the League 
of California Municipalities. The arti¬ 
cle sets forth a new method of as¬ 
sessing land values worked out by Mr. 
Wolff and City Clerk Perry in making 
last year's assessment, and followed 
again this year by Mr. Ballou. The 
article is worthy the attention of all 
property owners and may serve to 
explain to some why their assessments 
were raised. The article is reprinted 
here as being of peculiar local interest. 
Kdllor Pacific Municipalities: 

Dear Sir—1 have been reading your 
answers to queries and lind therein 
mention of a model tax ordinance 
which you say will be ready within a 
short time. May I he favored with a 
copy of tills if. you have one to spare, 
when it comes from the hands of the 
committee'.’ Our ordinance is so unin¬ 
telligible that we have never been able 
to follow it to the letter: consequently 
shall be glad to take advantage of any 
opportunity to improve it. 

T have likewise read your leader on 
Scientific Taxation" with much inter¬ 
est. What you say can yvith difficulty 
he denied When you speak of the 
crude equalization of our assessment 
rolls you might fiavo added that we can 
hardly hope for anything else so long 
as assessors are subject to change at 
the whim of public and partisan pre¬ 
judice every few years. Even so. given 
a permanent official In the assessor's 
office, it is extremely difficult to ob¬ 
tain the funds necessary for a truly 
fair assessment. Last year our asses¬ 
sor. Mr. C. II. Perry, and myself adopt¬ 
ed an Inexpensive and intelligent plan 
for readjusting some of the most Hag- 
rant examples of inequality in our as¬ 
sessment roll. Perhaps It might prove 
of Interest to other small communities 
in which, as in Sierra Madre. the funds 
at hand and the size of the area under 
assessment do not warrant extreme 
scientific accuracy. 

Among our maps was an Index chart 
to our tract book on tin scale of about 
800 feet to the inch. The area of out 
city is some -•% square miles, and tip- 
map was thereon aboil "I Inches 
square. I’siug some typewriter tissue, 
a rule and a pencil, we traced this map 
showing street lines and tract bound¬ 
aries. Then, from our knowledge of 
the city, we Indicated the character of, 
the streets, t'liimprnved streets were 
left blank, graded streets were hatched 
with blue pencil lines and surfaced 
streets tilled In solid with the blue 
pencil. This gave us the picture of 
our city. 

Front the dimensions on our tract 
maps, with the aid of a slide rule, it 
did not take long to compile the aer< - 
age in every city block, or in every 
tract wln-rc there proved to he more 
than om- to the block. From the pre¬ 
vious year’s assessment roll, which was 
arranged by tracts, it was easy cue ,gh , 
to sum up the valuation of the land 
In each block or tract. These corres¬ 
ponding figures w<- then put on our 
base map in pencil. Dividing one by 
the other gave ns the acreage valua¬ 
tion for about a couple of hundred dif¬ 
ferent localities in the city, according 
to the previous year's assessment 
These figures were put on our map In

ink. Now wc could vis talize that old 
assessment and start intelligently on ! 
our new roll. Without this map it 1 
was manifestly impossible to do any-j i 
thing but guess at relative values. 
With the aid of the map we saw them. 
The book showed os one piece of land 
assessed at $6,000. another across the 
street fit $400. The one we knew was ' 
an undivided plot, the other a vacant 
household lot. The tnap showed us 
that the acreage valuation of the larg¬ 
er plot was $600, while that of the less 
favorably situated lots across the way 
was $1600. That was one case. 

Another equally flagrant Inequality 
glared at us from a small tract of 
lots in which the acreage value at 
$1.4110 was surrounded by equally good 
lots In a radius of over a quarter of a 
mile, none of which were valued at 
over $000 an acre. In that ease the 
more highly-valued tract contained _ 
smaller lots than the surrounding , 
tracts, and in giving each a value un¬ 
der the old guess book method, the 
tract owner had been unwittingly pen¬ 
alized The time allowed us did not 
permit a thorough revision of anything 
hut acreage values, and this revision 
we undertook, perhaps not so boldly 
as we should have done. At any rate 
the more flagrant Inconsistencies were 
remedied. As a rule the fruit growers' 
land assessments were raised to Con¬ 
form to that of the surrounding resid¬ 
ence property'. Then to those most 
affected was sent a note informing 
them of the increase. Of course, they 
objected and they came in to see the 
assessor. And here eotnes in the great 
importance of our valuation map: We 
could show them that they were not 
assessed any higher than surrounding 
property of equal desirability. To be: 
sure, now and then our attention was 
called to a dry wash or some other fact 
which we had overlooked, and which 
necessarily would compel a reduction 
of -eir figures, hut these reductions 
were few And when the property 
ow ners had come and seen our map - 
and learned that we were doing ourj 
best to treat everyone fairly, and when 
from a study of that map they realized ’ 
the difficulty of making proper as- j 
sessments under any conditions, the 
only complaint we heard was not of j 
Individual injustice, hut that "hi phrase 
so familiar t" the assessor: "Oh. it’s j 
all too high." The one resident whom j 
we had feared most, studied the map 
and expressed himself as thoroughly i 
satisfied after a fifteen minutes’ ex¬ 
amination. 

We now had something to place be- | 
fore the hoard "f equalization. The \ 
base map showed the improved streets, j 
the location of the traits, their size 
in acreage, last year’s tract valuations, j 
last year’s acreage valuations in black j 
ink. and this year's valuations in red 
Ink. It took the board hut a few 
minutes to approve our work, and no 
complainants appearing, our assess- j 
ment roll was adopted. Now it may 
interest you to know that the prepar- I 
atton of this simple map took not over i 
four days’ time, and inasmuch as it al¬ 
lowed the land assessment to be made j 
in the office, the field assessment I 
(aside from improvements and per- | 
sonal property, it was mainly a - heck | 
on our office work), was cut down by- 
just about that much time. In other 
words, the Innovation cost us nothing j 
in time or money*, but added Immensely | 
to our satisfaction. 

It is our intention to carry this plan 
father next time. After making the j 
map above referred to, we made a shu¬ 
ttle sketch of the city on a letter-size 
sheet, and divided it up Into six princi¬ 
pal sei tions and. proceeding as before, 
from the summation of the figures oft 
our base map. wc compared the acre- 
age values of the different sections. 
These happened tit compare well with 
tilt generally accepted location of val¬ 
ues in the town, showing that taken in 
larger grout's assessments were not j 
Inequitable. As I have said, we suc¬ 
ceeded fairly well in remedying the 
inequalities as between tracts and 
blocks. Our attention will next he 
given to the inequalities between ad¬ 
jacent lets. As the adjustment df 

tract values demanded t study of acre¬ 
age. so adjustment of lot values de¬ 
mands a study of street frontage. That 
is our problem for the coining assess¬ 
ment We have, in fact, adapted to 
our conditions the Somers method ot 
relative values. That system is de¬ 
signed mainly for a compactly built 
district Without modification It would 
not prove applicable to the typical city 
,,f the sixth class, where orchard and 
farm land rubs elbows with residential 
space, ami where, worse yet, prices on 
land hear little relation to actual com¬ 
parable value. The scientific way to 
get at as dose an approach to a- cur 
,-n v as possible would entail the em¬ 
ployment of local real estate men for j 
a few days under the direction of a 
qualified hut disinterested expert to 
establish, basis of units of land in dif- 
ferent parts of town and tin- same in 
regard to the average unit In different 
sections of the town (half a dozen 
would answer In our ease). The ex¬ 
pense of such a study distributed over , 
a period of five years should not prove 
burdensome to a small city. Between 


MINOR DEPREDATIONS KEEP CITY 
MARSHAL BUSY SEEKING 
PERPETRATORS 

Marshal Fdell has had more than 
the usual number of reports of petty 
mischief lately. Falls have come from 
various parts of town reporting of- | 
I’enses of considerable variety. 

Among the latest offenses is that of 
chicken poisoning. Some person is re¬ 
ported by Mrs. M. B. Main of Mira 
Monte avenue to have thrown poisoned 
grain into the pen on the rear of her 
I it. resulting in the death of several 
fowls. The grain seems to have been 
placed during the night. Upon discov¬ 
ering it in thi morning the chickens 
began devouring it greedily, but sev¬ 
eral wen- sunn seized with convulsions 
and died with every indication of 
poisoning. Searching of the pen re¬ 
vealed a quantity of grain left "n the 
ground. This was examined and found 
to be heavily loaded with poison, being 
.apparently some sort of prepared 
squirrel poison. 

Complaints regarding the taking of 
plants growing in parkways are also 
made. Mrs. F. B. Wheatley has taken 
considerable- pains with the little oval 
patch surrounding the group of syca¬ 
more trees in Auburn avenue just 
above Highland, planting geraniums 
and vines for the purpose of beauti¬ 
fying the spot. Some thrifty person 
wishing for similar plants has been 
digging them up by the roots and car¬ 
rying them away. The removal of 
plants growing in the parkings is pro¬ 
hibited by city ordinance and the con¬ 
sequences might be serious if the 
guilty |a rson were caught. Such argu¬ 
ments apparently are the only kind 
which would have weight with a per¬ 
son who would be guilty of such busi¬ 
ness. so it is to he hoped that an ex- 
amplc may he made of someone, in the 
interest of street beautification.

assessor could at no more cost than at 
present easily bring values to a much 
more just basis than at present exists. 
But to those assessors who find their 
superiors indifferent to advancing 
money for such an expert study of land 
valuations, the plan adopted by us Is 
strongly suggested. Its advantages arc 
two: the inexpensiveness of the 

scheme, and the visualization of the 
rand assessment. The former makes 
tin- assessor independent of expense 
allowance, the latter enables him to 
readily defend his figures.

ORDINANCE NO. 172 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Fixing 
the Tax Levy for Municipal Pur¬ 
poses for the Year 1913-1914. 

The Hoard of Truateea of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain ns fol¬ 
lows : 

SECTION 1. Thut there shall be j 
levied upon each one hundred dollars 
worth of taxable property within the 
City of Sierra Madre, for uiunleipal 
purposes for the year 1913-1914, the 
following sums, to-wit: 

For the General Fund.73 cents 

For the Library Fund.1 <» cents 

Total ..83 cents 

.That in addition to the above sums 
provided to be levied for municipal 
purposes, there shall also be levied up¬ 
on each one hundred dollars worth of | 
taxable property In the City of Sierra j 
Madre, for the purpose of Interest and 
Sinking Fund of said city for the year 
1913-1914, the following sum, tn-wlt: 

For Water Works Hands, 
election 1910: Principal 
7 cents. 

For Water Works Bonds, 
election 1910: Interest 
13 cents.

SECTION 2. That the sum of $2900 
he and the same Is hereby appropriat¬ 
ed and set apart out of the moneys to 
he paid Into the fund of said city here¬ 
tofore created, and known as the 
"Wtner Works Bonds, Election 1910, 
Interest and Sinking Fund,” in the 
Treasury of said clay, to be used' to 
meet the sums coming due before the 
time of lixlng the general tax levy of 
said city for the fiscal year 1914-1915, 
for interest and principal upon said 
Water Works election 1910, as follows, 
to‘Wlt: The sum of $950 interest com¬ 
ing due on December 1, 1913, and the 
sum of $930 Interest coming due and 
$1000 principal coming due June 1. 
1914. 

SECTION 3. That the sum of $1550

SECTION «. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this ordi¬ 
nance, and shall cause the same to-be 
published once In the Sierra Madre 
News, a weekly newspaper published 
and circulated In the said city of 
Sierra Madre, and hereby designated 
for that purpose, and thereupon and 
thereafter the same shall take effect 
ail'd be In force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopt¬ 
ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre, held on the 11th day of Sep¬ 
tember, 1913, by the affirmative vote 
of at least three trustees, to-wit:

Mathod of Keeping These Toole In 
Good Working Condition. 

All files, when they leave the manu¬ 
factory, are covered with oil to pre¬ 
vent them from rusting. While this 
Is not objectionable for many uses to 
which the tile Is put, there are cases 
where the oil should be thoroughly re 
moved, as when the tile Is to be used In 
finishing the larger east Iron surfaces 
which ure of a glassy nature, the prin¬ 
cipal difficulty being to make the file 
“bite,” or keep suttleiently under the 
surface to prevent glazing; otherwise 
the action not only hardens or burn¬ 
ishes the surface operated upon, but 
dulls the extreme points of the teeth, 
thus working against the desired end 
In both particulars. 

Oil may, however, be used to good 
advantage on new files which are put 
Immediately to work upon narrow fi¬ 
brous metals of a harder nature; In 
such cases it is not uncommon with 
good worknjKti to fill the teeth with 
oil and chalk. 

Oil Is also useful on fine files In the 
finishing of wrought Iron or steel, as 
by Its use the teeth will not pene¬ 
trate to the same degree and the dis¬ 
position to "pin” and scratch the work 
Is materially less than when used dry. 

The dust and small particles remov¬ 
ed from the material operated upon 
are always moee or less liable to clog 
and fill the teeth. This tendency is 
especially aggravated when the file Is 
used upon wood, horn, and such other 
materials as will, upon being mixed 
with the oil In the teeth, become 
baked when dry and tlins prevent the 
teeth from penetrating the work as 
well as giving them the appearance of 
being worn and tending to Injure them 
by rust. 

In removing oil from the teeth of a 
new file, a ready way Is to rub chalk 
or charcoal across the teeth and brush 
thoroughly. By repeating the opera¬ 
tion a few times the oil will he entirely 
absorbed and the file will be In the 
best possible condition for use upon 
east Iron. 

When the teeth of files ure clogged 
with wood, or other soft substance 
which has become baked Into them, if 
the file Is held In boiling hot water for 
a few moments, the Imbedded sub¬ 
stance becomes so loosened that It may 
easily be curded out of the teeth. If 
the operation he quickly performed, 
any moisture remaining will he readily 
evaporated by the heat retained In the 
file. 

This cleaning is done in several 
ways; sometimes, In the finer files, by 
rubbing the hand over them or by 
drafting them across the apron of the 
workman; In others, by striking their 
edge upon the bench or vise, and again 
(which is a more common method with 
the large files!, by the use of a strip of 
old or wornout card clothing, tacked 
to a piece of wood having n handle 
shape at one end—a device which Is 
usually rudely constructed by the op¬ 
erator. 

The file should he Cleaned not only 
at Intervals during Its use, but careful¬ 
ly before being laid aside. If the best 
results are to be attained. 

Novel Corner Lighting Scheme. 

One Ingenious motorist with u pench¬ 
ant for tinkering has evolved a novel 
and simple apparatus for casting the 
light beams from Ills head lamps 
around a corner. The apparatus con 
slsts of nothing more complicated than 
two strips of bright tin vertically sup 
ported In front of the lamps in suitable 
swiveling brac kets. The front ends of 
tlie strips are connected, and from the 
connection a wire leads to the steering 
column. Hence It is a simple matter 
to turn the tin strips either one way or 
the other, depending upon the direction 
of the road, and as the strips normally 
are In the same plane as the light 
In-urns they do not reduce the efficiency 
of the lamps appreciably. 

Laaky Acetylene Gaa Tubing. 

It Is very rarely that motorcar owners 
(ake much trouble to ascertain whether 
their acetylene piping Is all in order, 
with the result that much gas is wast 
ed and serious trouble liable to be ex 
perlenced at an awkward time. In 
nearly every pipe line there are one or 
more short lengths of rubber tubing 
which perish and crack in the course 
of time, and call for periodic renewal. 
If metal tubing be used, this Is liable 
(o chafe through at points where It 
rubs; a leak may also occur at the 
point where the burner screws Into its 
socket. To test for leakage, smear the 
parts with soapy water and turn on 
the gas; the formation of hubbies will 
Indicate weak points. 


What a Watt la. 

Technical terms are difficult to nn- 
derstand by the layman, and. as a 
rule, not at nil necessary to his appre¬ 
ciation of Ids bill for electricity. Many 
usk what Is a watt. A watt is the 
.inlt of electrical power, found by mul¬ 
tiplying volts and amperes together. 

An electrical horsepower equals 74(1 
watts: It may he 74(1 volts and one am¬ 
pere. or one volt and 740 amperes, or 
uny other two factors of 740. A watt 
Hour Is the unit of power consumed: 
It equals one watt• expended for one 
hour, and Is the usual basts of charge 
on electric light and power hills. 


Whan the Lamp Burns Red. 

When your electric lamp burns with 
a red color and not white, as It did 
whim It was put In, it is played out. 

A lamp burning thus should be re¬ 
placed to save money. It Is consum¬ 
ing more current than II should for 
the light It Is giving, and so Is costly. 
Unless one of the latest tungsten or 
tantalum types, no lamp Is good for 
more than about <100 hours on the av¬ 
erage. The latest and Ik'Ht will hist 
much longer. 1

For Preserving Food Mdde 
Cloth Covered Wire Screen. 

A new type of refrigerator that uses 
an old principle of cooling has recently 
been perfected and is Intended par¬ 
ticularly for use in localities where Ice 
Is scarce or expensive. 

This refrigerator consists of n cylin¬ 
der of gulvuuized wire screen of one- 
quarter inch mesh, covered with n spe¬ 
cial absorbent cotton elotb and provid¬ 
ed with a sheet metal base and lid 
The lid is hollow and Is used as a res

ervoir. having a hole in the center into 
which water is poured dally. A cloth 
lining of the lid is so arranged that a 
number of wicks hang over the edge 
into the water. These take up the wa¬ 
ter by capillary attraction and pass It 
on P> the cloth lining of the main body, 
which soon becomes saturated Evap¬ 
oration of tin' water keeps the temper¬ 
ature inside the refrigerator at about 
50 ilggrccs which is said to be suffi¬ 
ciently low for tin 1 preservation of 
fruit, meat or vegetables.

Ni'.kel In Soapmaking. 

It will probably lie news to the av¬ 
erage ablutionist that the metal nickel 
is used in making his soap. And fur 
ther. perhaps, he will be glad to learn 
that although the nickel, finely ground, 
is mixed with the other soap ingredi¬ 
ents the finished product confains none 
of it. This is so because the nickel 
acts as what the chemist calls a cata¬ 
lyst that is. its presence causes cer¬ 
tain desirable changes to occur, al¬ 
lhough it takes no part in the chemical 
■ c lion. Offensive oils and those too 
do for satisfactory use when mixed 
with finely divided nickel and subject 
to the action of a current of hydrogen 
become deodorized and harder and 
suitable for the soapmaker's use Cot¬ 
tonseed oil. for example, after the 
nickel-hydrogen treatment makes a 
satisfactory soap

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
tires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match Is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
